Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, 23 and 25-39 are allowed. For the purposes of allowance, the 
original numbering of the claims has been changed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The general concept of a vehicle audio system that is capable of routing multiple 
input signals from various sources, such as entertainment sources and telematic 
sources, to loudspeakers within the vehicle was known in the art at the time of the 
invention, as evidenced by Eggers et al (US 5,910,966). See Figure 3, Abstract. The 
general concept of providing seatback audio speakers mounted on the seat of a vehicle 
in order to provide telematic audio signals to a single passenger within the vehicle was 
also well known in the art at the time of the invention, as evidenced by Klein et al (US 
6,681,024 B2). See Column 1 Lines 52-67, Column 2 Lines 1-25. The Examiner has 
not found prior art that teaches or suggests wherein the level of the reproduced 
telematics signal from the seatback audio speakers is based upon the average gain of 
the audio signal originating from entertainment audio sources, as defined in the 
independent claims 1 , 23, 27 and 32. Other prior art has been cited herein regarding 
audio source switching within vehicle audio systems, however the other prior art of 
record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to arrive the combination of the 
elements and steps presented in the independent claims, again when said elements or 
steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. For at least the reasons 
listed above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of their respective 
dependencies upon the independent claims.
